As we go to press, word has just reached your 
editor that a British motion picture ctoud plans 
to make a modem version of METROPOLIS, 
the scientificinemasterpiece of the ages! I 
understand they’ve gone so far in casting as to 
seek the services of PETER CUSHING to play 
the immortal mad scientist Rotwang! 

I know, I know, you don't need to tell me: 
you’d all like to see Peter rejoined with 
CHRISTOPHER LEE with Lee playing the icy 
imperious Tyrant of Metropolis, John Master- 
man. 

Who do you envision as Maria? Jacqueline 
Smith? Charlene Brinkle Stevens? Brooke 
Shields? 

Way back when Conrad Veidt & Peter Lorre 
were alive, in the early 30s, there was talk of 
remaldng METROPOLIS with Veidt as the 
Master and Lorre as the maniacal inventor. 

When George Pal was alive he was very in- 
terested at one time in remaking 
METROPOLIS and I even started a script on it 
but alas nothing came of it. 


The late Fritz La:^ was never in favor of 
remaking METROPOLIS just as Ray Har- 
ryhausen was never in favor of a remake of KING 
KONG. But Dino did the latter and, like the so- 
called remake of THINGS TO COME, by now it 
is generally regarded to have been a disaster. As 
you know, Bradbury & I hated it. 

On the other hand most fans liked the new IN- 
VASION OF THE BODY SNATCHERS as 
much as or more than the original. (So did I.) 
And remakes of THE THING FROM 
ANOTHER WORLD, THE CREATURE 
FROM THE BLACK LAGOON, a sequel to 
THE DAY THE EARTH STOOD STILL (my 
recommendation for a title: THE NIGHT THE 
EARTH STOOD STILL) & DAY OF THE 
TRIFFIDS are in the works for remakes. So I’ll 
keep my fingers crossed on METROPOLIS- 
altho I’ve got to admit it's difficult to type that 
way.

Last issue we whitened your knuckles with 
chills & chuckles about tales of the undead; now 
here are some more heart-Hammering revelations. 

love that vamp 

THE VAMPIRE LOVERS was based on the 
classic supernatural story "Carmilla" by J. 
Sheridan Le Fanu, which had earlier been 
adapted for the screen in Roger Vadim's 
BLOOD & ROSES and TERROR IN THE 
CRYPT, an Italian-made picture starring 
Christopher Lee. THE VAMPIRE LOVERS in- 
troduced lovely Ingrid Pitt to fans of the terror 
film. Miss Pitt portrays the fetching but 
demonic vampiress, Carmilla, and her talents 
are further employed as she later appears in the 
picture as the vampiress reincarnated. 
Altogether she is seen as 3 “different" persons 
in the story: Carmilla, Mircalla & Marcilla! The 
film is at one & the same time haunting, 
beautiful & deeply moving. It is strikingly dif- 
ferent from many other vampire films; new ideas 
abound, as witness the fact that the Undead in 


this picture can move about in daylight with no 
ill effects. 

The vampiress Mircalla Karnstein rises from 
the crypt to avenge the deaths of her relatives 
by claiming the lives of several men & women. 
Ultimately, Baron Hartog (Douglas Wilmer) & 
General ^ielsdorf (PETER CUSHING) destroy 
Mircalla/Carmilla/Marcilla by driving a stake 
thru her heart and cutting off her head. 

Upon the release of THE VAMPIRE 
LOVERS in 1970, Hammer found they had 
another box-office winner on their hands and, 
true to form, immediately followed it up with a 
sequel. 

lust from the dust 

LUST FOR A VAMPIRE (1971) was again 
based on the characters created by Le Fanu in 
his short story “Carmilla”. Jimmy Sangster 
directed this time and the cast consisted of 
Ralph Bates, Yutte Stensgaard (as the vam- 
piress, Mircalla), Mike Raven & others. 
{Originally Peter Cushing was scheduled to play 




He took on this job for bat or for worse.. .and things got hearsel (KISS OF THE VAMPIRE). 


the part of Giles Barton but when the death of 
his real-life wife intervened the actor bowed out 
& was replaced by Ralph Bates) 

Mircalla is revived m a way that smacks of 
Dracula’s resurrection in DRACULA-PRINCE 
OF DARKNESS; the throat of a peasant ^1 is 
slashed and the resulting fountain of blood 
splashes down into the coffin £hat holds Mir- 
calla’s ashes, bringing her back to life. 

Richard Lestrange (Michael Johnson), a 
young student of the occult, comes to Karnstein 
castle to investigate the legends of the unusual 
family and subseimently meets and falls in love 
with Mircalla. Mircalla secretly terrorizes a 
girls' school while staying there as a student, 
vampirizii^ the girls and even one of her 
teachers, (jiles Barton (Ralph Bates). Richard 
finally manages to escape the bite of Mircalla’s 
gleaming fangs and the evil vampiress is again 
destroyed when, trajmed amidst the blazing 
flames of the burning Karnstein castle, a falling 
beam stakes her to death. 


sins of the twins 

Hammer produced a 3d film based on the Le 
Panu tale in 1971 and, taken together, the 3 
Carmi7/a-inspired features are referred to as the 


“Karnstein trilogy’’. This final entry in the 
series starred Peter Cushing, Dennis Price and 
Mary & Madeleine CoUinson as the girls of the 
title of the picture, TWINS OF EVIL. The film 
is top notch Hammer horror. 

Mircalla Karnstein (this time played by Katya 
Keith) is once more restored to life by a Satanic 
ritual presided over by a later member of her 
family, Count Karnstem (Damien Thomas), who 
is initiated into the perverse pleasures of vam- 
pirism by Mircalla’s kiss of death. Soon a series 
of deaths overwhelms the countryside. 

Gustav Weil (Peter Cushing), leader of a local 
band of puritanical witch-hunters called “The 
Brotherhood”, is a fanatically dedicated man 
who will take any steps to locate & destroy the 
vampires. 

Weil’s twin nieces, Frieda (Madeleine Collin- 
son) & Maria Gellhorn (Mary CoUinson), arrive 
in the vUlage and it is not long before Frieda 
becomes involved with the devil-worshipping 
Karnsteins. 

Maria, mistakenly identified as Frieda, is tied 
up to be burned at the stake as a witch but the 
deception is soon discovered and she is saved. 
Weil himself destroys the evil Frieda by 
decapitation but Count Karnstein, in hiding, 
plunges an ax into Weil's back, killing him, 
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When “Ann Darrow" was chilled to the marrow in 
1932. (Dwight “Renfleld'’ Frye was in it too.) 


before the vampire himself dies in Karnstein 
castle. 

In passing, mention should be made of Ham- 
mer’s COUNTESS DRACULA, a 1971 produc- 
tion starring Ingrid Pitt. The film does not con- 
cern itself with either vampires or Dracula but 
fancifully recounts the all-too-true legend of the 
Hungarian Countess Erzsebet Bathory who, in 
the 16th century, slaughtered hundreds of 
young women so she could bathe in their blood. 

chlll-dren of the night 

In 1972 a triple-terror team of writers came up 
with a startlingly original & innovative storv of 
vampirism that Hammer turned into a new hor- 
ror classic. 'Titled V’AMPIRE CIRCUS, the film 
is a voyage into an almost surrealistic world of 
evil vampires, black magic & were-beasts, all of 
whom appear as mysterious circus performers in 
a traveling Gypsy carnival called “The Circus of 
Nights”. The budget restrictions dictated an 
unrealistic approach to the story rather than a 
realistic one out this aids in making VAMPIRE 
CIRCUS a haunting, nightmarish film. 

The place: A tiny village in Serbia, early 19th 
century. Count Mitterhouse (Robert Tayman) 
murders a child by drinking her blood and before 
long the villagers are pounding on the castle 
doors. Mitterhouse & nis lover perish at the 
stake-wielding hands of the enraged villagers 
but not before the vampire utters a curse with 
his dying breath. 


l.'i years later the town is ridden with the 
Black Death plague, which some believe is the 
result of the Mitterhouse curse. Soon a circus 
troup arrives in the sick & unhappy village, pro- 
mising joys & delights to all who would come to 
see the show. Distraught with the fear of the 
plague, the villagers are anxious & willing to 
participate in anything that will bring tnem 
some much-needed happiness. 

Night after night the villagers watch the fan- 
tastic, unearthly circus acts...& night after night 
lone villagers succumb to the deadly evils of 
"The Circus of Nights”. 

Before long the Burgermeister's daughter is 
victimized by a circus performer with vampiric 
& were-beast powers. The Gypsy Woman, leader 
of the circus, steps up the attacks on the 
townsfolk; victims are lead thru the “Mirror of 
Life”, which is an extra-dimensional gateway to 
an underground cavern in which lies-- 

-the lifeless form of Count Mitterhouse in a 
coffin, staked thru the heart, waiting to be reviv- 
ed by the blood of the living! 

The Gypsy Woman attempts to resurrect Mit- 
terhouse. The stake is removed; the wound 
closes up; and Mitterhouse lives. 

Now he shall have his revenge on those who 
murdered him & his lover 15 years before... 

VAMPIRE CIRCUS welded together 
elements from vampire, werewolf & devil- 
worshipping films and deserves to be enlisted 
alongsicfe HORROR OF DRACULA, CURSE 
OF THE DEMON & other classics in the Horror 
Hall of Fame. 

captain's courageous 

Released in 1973 on a double bill with Ham- 
mer's 7th Frankenstein film was CAPTAIN 
KRONOS-VAMPIRE HUNTER. Horst Jan- 
son was cast as Kronos and his hunchbacked 
dwarf-assistant, Prof. Grost, was played by 
John Cater. Co-starring were John Carson, 
Shane Briant & Caroline Munro, the raven- 
haired beauty who's been making <^uite a name 
for herself by appearing in such fine fantastic 
films as THE GOLDEN VOYAGE OF SIN- 
BAD and DRACULA A.D. 1972. 

As with many of Hammer’s other films, 
CAPT. KRONOS-VAMPIRE HUNTER takes 
place in the early 19th century in the Rumanian 
area. Like Cushing's Van Helsing, the captain is 
indeed knowledgeable in the ways of vampirism, 
tho most of ms knowledge comes from the 
bookish Grost. Years ago, Kronos was attacked 
by a vampire but miraculously survived the 
curse (as van Helsing did in BRIDES OF 
DRACULA). Kronos’ parents, however, did not 
survive. And for this unspeakable evil, he has 
taken it upon himself to rid the world of vam- 
pirism. 

Kronos is able to crush several members of the 
vampiric cults and along the way meets the 
beautiful Carla, who remains his constant com- 
panion thruout the rest of the picture. 
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' mistake, this vampire's nights are numbered! (It’s OK to stab a vampire in the back, 
this member of the VAMPIRE CIRCUS.) 




Finally Kronos confronts the vermin who kill- 
ed his parents so long ago and. in a fiery climax, 
reigns supreme with the aid of the hunchbacked 
Grost. The 2 vampire-slayers climb back onto 
their coach and ride away into the morning 
dawn, eager to find & destroy others that have 
terrorized the peaceful countryside. 

CAPT. KRONOS-VAMPIRE HUNTER was 
the first film in a proposed Kronos series from 
Hammer but, as yet, regrettably no plans have 
been developed to produce a second feature. 

After the release of VAMPIRE CIRCUS in 
1972 Hammer started production on 2 other 
vampire meUers, both of which have yet to see 
release in the USA. THE SATANIC RITES OF 
DRACULA, with Christopher Lee's final por- 
trayal of the King of Vampires, is one of the best 
in Hammer’s Dracula series, but American In- 
ternational (who owns the rites"er, rights-to 
this picture) continues to postpone its national 
release date. 

there's gold 
in them thar vamps 

In a similar predicament is THE LEGEND 
OF THE 7 GOLDEN VAMPIRES. The screen- 
play mixes elements of the horror & Kung-fu 
genres. The picture follows the further adven- 
tures of Dr. Van Helsing (played by Peter 
Cushing, of course) as he combats hordes of 
Orientm vampires. Kung-fu killers & unearthly 
zombies. 

In Imperial China in 1880 Prof. Van Helsing is 
lecturing to the University Chinese Professors 
in the city of Chungking a6out the legend of the 
7 Golden Vampires. The audience is skeptical, 
save for one person: Hsi-Ching (David Chiang). 
When Van Helsing returns to the British Con- 
sulate to greet his son Leyland (Robin Stewart) 
& Leyland’s fiancee Vanessa (Julie Ege) the 
group is approached by the evil General Yang 
Shih-Fan & his men. Yang is interested in 
Vanessa and tries to force her to leave with him 
but Leyland comes to her rescue. As he walks 
her home later, the couple is attacked by the 
General’s aides. Fortunately Hsi-Ching & 2 
friends save them. 

Hsi-Ching visits Van Helsing and persuades 
him to come to the town of Ping Kuei to see 
evidence of the vampire legend. The professor 
agrees and asks Leyland & Vanessa to come 
with him. 

Next day the group sets out and once more is 
attacked by Gen. Yan Shih-Fan’s guards. Hsi- 
Ching & his brothers, all experts in the martial 
arts, defeat the attackers. 

That night, while resting in a cave, the party 
is confronted by an army of swooping bats 
which turn into blood-thirsty vampires. Outside 
another army-consisting of zombies-gathers. A 
fierce battle ensues but the vampires & zombies 
are vanquished; 3 vampires have been killed, 
pierced tnru the heart with stakes.

was to be the first in a new series of films that 
would follow the adventures of Dr. Van Helsing 
as he attempts to wipe vampirism from the face 
of the Eartn. Second in the series was to be 
KALI: DEVIL-BRIDE OF DRACULA (with 
Peter Cushing) but this idea is still only in pre- 
production stages. 

Whatever the future holds for vampires, Ham- 
merwise, the past is a record that can only be 
called... /aragfasfic!

FM: “Poe-tic?” 

Spielberg; "You said it-I didn’t! Yes, we 
deviate from facts wherever fantasy better 
serves the cause of exotic entertainment, a 
Saturday afternoon serial quality of thrills & 
spills & scares & hairbreadth escapes.” 

FM: “You aim at bringing back a Moskowit- 
zian ’sense of wonder'.” 

Spielberg; “Mosko who? I didn’t catch that 
name.” 

FM: "Moskowitzian. After Sam Moskowitz, 
the ‘historian of science fiction’. It’s a pet 
phrase of his that’s caught on with sci-fi afi- 
cionados. Fans of science fiction. The star- 
begotten buffs who feel reality is the crutch for 
people who can’t cope with science fiction.” 

Spielberg: “Yes... Well... As I was saying... 
The point of our picture is to perk up that old 
sense of wonder.

CLAUDE DAUPHIN 

The celebrated 
French stage & 
screen star died at 
the age of 75 on 16 
November 1976 In 
Paris after a briet lli- 
ness. Dauphin was 
well-known as both 
a comic & dramatic 
actor and was 
featured In several 
horror & tantasy 
films, most notably 
THE PHANTOM OF THE RUE MORGUE (1953) 
& BARBARELLA (1968). 

THE PHANTOM OF THE RUE MORGUE was 
based on Edgar Allan Poe's "Murders In the 
Rue Morgue" which had been previously film- 
ed starring Bela Lugosi. In PHANTOM, Karl 
Malden played the Lugosi role of Or. Marais, 
called Dr. MIrakli In MURDERS IN THE RUE 
MORGUE, the psychologist who uses an 
ape— played In both films by the late Charlie 
Gemora— as his emissary ot death. The film 
co-starred Steve Forrest es Paul Dupin, a 
young man charged with the crimes committed 
by the ape, and Patricia Medina as Dupin's 
tiancee, center of rivalry between Dupin S 
Marais. Claude Dauphin portrays Inspector 
Bonnard of the Paris police and is on hand to 
watch the ape turn upon his master, resulting 
in the death of both. 

PHANTOM OF THE HUE MORGUE was 
directed by Roy Del Ruth who later directed 
Lon Chaney Jr. In THE ALLIGATOR PEOPLE 
(1959). Patricia Medina was also to grace later 
horror films, starring In THE BEAST OF 



HOLLOW MOUNTAIN 11956) & LATITUDE 
ZERO (1970). 

In igoa's BARBARELLA Claude Oaupnin 
played the President of Earth in the distant 
future who sends Jane Fonda as Barbarella in 
search ol the missing Durand-Duiand, a 
scientist who possesses the secret ot the 
Positronic Ray. Aided by the blind angel Pygar 
(John Philip Law) and the brilliant Prolessor 
Pint (Marcel Marceau) Barbarella overcomes 
the evil forces ol the Black Queen (Anita 
Pallemberg) and saves the universe from the 
now-crared Ourand-Durand (Milo O'Shea) and 
his ultimate weapon. 

BARBARELLA was directed by Roger 
Vadim, also the director of BLOOD & ROSES In 
1961 , who later teamed once again with Jane 
Fonda tor SPIRITS OF THE DEAD (1969). John 
Philip Law continued his performances in fan- 
tasy films starring In DANGER: DIABOLIK 
(1967) and as SInbad In THE GOLDEN 
VOYAGE OF SINBAD (1974). Marcel Marceau, 
the celebrated French mime, later appeared as 
the lead in the late William Castle's SHANKS 
(1975). 

Claude Dauphin's final Him was THE TE- 
NANT, released In 1975. THE TENANT was 
direcfed by Roman Polanski, who also sfarred 
as Trelkovsky In this Xafkaesque story of a fil- 
ing clerk who slowly took on the personality ot 
the previous owner ol the apartment In which 
he was living, the psyche of a young woman 
who had attempted suicide. It Is a bizarre 
study ot his relationship with his fellow 
tenants in the apartment complex, including 
the late Claude Dauphin. 

Roman Polanski, husband of the late Sharon 
Tate, was also the director ol ROSEMARY'S 
BABY (1966) and directed & starred In THE 
FEARLESS VAMPIRE KILLERS (1967). 

In all of his films Claude Dauphin exhibited a 
sense of elegance & refinement whether his 
role was a major or a minor one.
